The folder is a strip of heavy 
manila paper cut 19 inches long by 11% inches wide and folded nearly in the center 
so one edge projects 14 inch above the other. On the inside of the projecting edge 
you write the name of some firm with whom 
you are corresponding. Then get from your 
files all the letters from this concern. Place 
them in a folder in order of date, with copies 
of replies attached to letters they answer. 
Repeat this process with each concern or indi- 
vidual with whom you correspond. Now, file 
these folders on the folded edge, up-right or 
vertically between guides, properly indexed in 
a suitable drawer and you have a Vertical File. 
Just like a card system — only larger.

papers are then filed between these guides alphabetically, according to the name. 

We recommend the use of fifty guides for each drawer. The alphabetical 
guides are subdivided accordingly in multiples of fifty up to a 4,000 subdivision. 
For example, for a one drawer cabinet, use a 50 subdivision; for a two drawer 


cabinet, use a 100 subdivision, ete. 


Miscellaneous — An excellent plan is to place before each guide a colored folder 
Correspondence jy which all letters of a miscellaneous or transient nature would 
be filed. This keeps them in a folder, yet separate from the regular folders. At 
any time correspondence of this character reaches sufficient volume or importance, 
it may be removed from the miscellaneous folder and given a regular folder.

Geographical With the geographical arrangement of indexes the file is subdivided 
Method by guides printed for states and towns, and the towns subdivided 
alphabetically.

ence is filed by name in the 
locality where it belongs.

Each firm or individual is 
assigned a folder bearing an 
arbitrary number. The folders 
are then filed between guides 
numbered in series of tens or twenties. Any folder may be located very easily- 

The numerical system usually requires an alphabetical arrangement for filing 
transient or miscellaneous correspondence which is not of sufficient volume or im- 
portance to warrant a separate folder.

The drawers are subdivided chronologically with guides 
printed for the months and days of the month. The letters are then filed ahead 
to the day when they should receive attention. 

Each day all the letters that have previously been filed ahead to that day are 
removed and given attention, 
when, if necessary, they may 
be again filed ahead to a 
future date. A card index of 
customers or prospective cus- 
tomers should show the loca- 
tion of the letters in the file, so 
that if any letter is wanted it 
can be located before the day

Legal Papers and Legal documents can best be filed in 
Document Filing Vertical File drawers because they 
can be filed flat—not rolled or folded and badly creased 
—thus making reference easier and greatly increasing 
the capacity. This is accomplished with large gusset 
or bellows envelopes, 934 x 141% inches in size, in which 
the legal sized papers are filed flat, without danger of 
losing loose sheets. 


The method of indexing is not necessarily different 
from present methods. They can be filed alphabetically, numerically or by 
subject—in fact, any way you are accustomed to.

Filing The Vertical System is particularly well adapted to the require- 
Clippings ments of professional men for filing clippings. Clippings are placed in 
the folders, the subject written on the back projecting edge, and the folder filed 
alphabetically. 

In case a clipping refers to several subjects, the method of cross indexing is as 
follows: A clipping may treat of the subject of organized charity work and city 
missions. Suppose the main subject is organ- 
ized charities. The clipping would then be 
filed in the folder assigned to that subject. 
On this folder would be written “See also 
City Missions.” On the folder assigned to 
the subject of city missions would be written, 
“See also Organized Charities.” In this way 
a cross index is provided, which will take 
care of all clippings, no matter how many 
subjects are treated in one clipping.

Tab folders are the same height 
as vertical guides, unless ordered otherwise. Note how high the front flap is. This 
makes it easier to find the front of folder in a crowded file.

The names 
of your correspondents are written on the tabs, and as the tabs are up higher than on 
square cut folders they are easier to find — they hit the eye. If you have not used 
tab folders, try them on our recommendation and you will find the slight difference 
in cost well worth the while.

Each 
one of these fourth and fifth position folders has the correspondent’s name written or 
typewritten on, thus supplementing the index at the left and giving you a folder for 
every letter, postal card, etc., in your file. With this system transferring is made easy. 

More space for writing names on the folders can be had by using a wider tab. 
The illustration shows one-fifth cut folders, although the right hand folder may be 
one-third cut — that is, one-third the width of the folder. 

The guides are made of heavy weight press board — the quality described on 
opposite page. The blue folder is tabbed and made of our regular heavy colored 
folder stock. Tither medium or heavy weight folders can be used, although heavy 
weight is better for tab folders.

The top is in the form of an open slot in which an index strip may be easily inserted 
at the end.

Careful construction in sectional cabinets is of the utmost importance. In 
most offices sectional cabinets are moved frequently, as an office is rearranged, 
departments moved, sections added, ete. 

All Shaw-Walker Sections are made heavy and strong, and are reinforced 
and stiffened with braces and angle-blocks wherever possible. They are built to 
stand up under just such hard usage as they get, and to last the lifetime of a business. 


Material. All exposed surfaces of Shaw-Walker Sections are of carefully selected 
quarter-sawed white oak. The interior construction is clearselected stock. The 
wood best suited for each particular part is used. All panels are of three-ply built- 
up stock, which will not warp, sag or split.

This finish is good, durable and 
will remain the same always. 


Trimmings are of solid brass, finished in our new wine color, oxidized finish, 
which harmonizes perfectly with the golden oak finish of the cabinets.

** Indexbrand”’ Cards 


Our “ Indexbrand” is an extra quality high grade linen stock, made from linen 
rags well beaten and finely mixed, with careful preparation and treatment. The 
stock is tub-sized, loft dried on poles; each sheet is finished individually with plenty 
of time given for natural drying. This process produces durability, strength and 
uniformity. The weight and caliper are above standard for light, medium and 
heavy weights. 


** Bristolbrand"’ Cards 
This is a high grade linen bristol suitable for ordinary purposes. ‘This stocls is 
very tough and snappy with good wearing qualities and will not deteriorate in years 
of service. The surface is particularly hard. This grade is so good that it does 
not require a high finish to hold ink. “ Bristolbrand”’ differs from “ Indexbrand”’ 
only to the extent indicated by comparative prices. 


**Commercialbrand ’’ Cards 


This grade is made to meet the demand for a low price bristol suitable for 
temporary requirements. This stock is superior to the ordinary commercial card 
with the added advantage of being rotary cut one at a time and put up with as 
much care as our other brands.

These guides are 16 points thick, giving about 63 to the inch, which is thick 
enough for a good stock.
